ATTACK. ON THE. ARMY BILL. 


Socialist Leader in the Reichstag Called 
to Order for Criticising the 
| Government. 


Berlin, Jan. 13.—In the Reichstag today 
the debate on the army bill introduced yes- 
terday by Lieutenant General von Gossler, 
Minister of War, wasresumed. Herr Bebel, 
the Socialist leader, declared that the main- 
tenance of peace did not depend entirely 
upon governments, as the people of Hurope 
earnestly desired peace. It was a mockery, 
he said, to express sympathy with the dis- 


armament manifesto of Emperor Nicholas 


and at the same time introduce the bill under 
consideration. 

The President of the Chamber at this point 
called Herr Bebel to order, but amid cheers 
from the Right the Socialist Deputy contin- 
ued. “ Russia,“ he said, is forced to avoid 
war, owing to her internal condition, while 
France is not in a position and does not even 
believe herself in a position to go to war 
with Germany unassisted. This measure 
is consequently unjustified by the political 
situation. In the struggle of commercial 
competition, the victor will be the nation 
possessing the mosf intelligent workmen. 
Therefore Germany should not devote her 
workmen for years to military service, and 
the Social Democrats desire that the mili- 


tary education of the young shall be in the 


hands of retired officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers.”’ 

Herr Bebel concluded by remarking that 
the militia system stood the test well in 
the- Spanish-American war. 

General von Gossler declared that the fed- 
eral governments believed the Czar’s mani- 
festo must be made the basis of further 
peaceful developments. At their congress 
the Socialists had called the manifesto a 
farce. How then could they reproach the 
government with looking to the possibility 


_of war? He opposed the Socialist idea of a 


democratization of the army by the intro- 
duction of a shorter term service. 

Baron von Hortling, Centrist, thought the 
bill surprising, considering the peaceful sit- 
uation, but said the Centrists (the Catholic 
party) would place national above partisan 
interests.

Public sentiment is so greatly aroused on 
the side of General Miles that the War de- 
partment has been forced to repudiate Ea- 
gan’s utterances. The vituperative attack 
is universally condemned. 

The administration will most likely feel 
compelled to take action in the case. 

The opinion prevaiis that the army reor- 
ganization bill will be unfavorably affected 
by the scandal. 

The War Inquiry commission rebuked 
General Dagan today by returning his writ- 
ten statement as being improper and unfit 
testimony. This letter was sent by the board 
to General Kagan: 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13, 1899.—Brigadier 
General C. P. Eagan, :Commissary General, War 
Department: We respectfully inform you that 
after your testimony was read yesterday the f 
lowing resolution was u tmously passed:

Eagan Feels the Rebuke. 

General Eagan received the commission’s 
letter with surprise. His first comment was 
that it did not seem to be proper to “ calla 
spade a spade.“ He seemed impressed with 
the publicity which he had attracted and a 
trifle disconcerted at the blame which the 
newepapers heaped upon him this morning. 
He said he did not know what action he 
would take on the returned statement, and 
admitted that he purposed getting advice 
before taking further action, which some 
army officers who heard of his plans said 
would be a worthy proceeding, provided he 
did not seek the same advice which led him 
into the outburst of passion and foul lan- 
-guage of yesterday. 


Would Like to Drop the Affair. 

General Alger, having denied all responsi- 
bility for Eagan’s screed, would like to drop 
the affair, and this feeling is shared by the 
War department generally. The offensive 
statement was unanimously condemned by 
army officers, who realized that the incident 
was likely to injure the service and furnish 
the opponents of army reorganization with a 
formidable weapon. General Corbin desired 
to be quoted as saying that he shared the 
general impression against Eagan. 

There was a conference early in the day 
between Eagan, Corbin, and Secretary Alger, 
which was interrupted by the summons of 
Alger to the White House half an hour be- 
fore the time for the Cabinet to meet. 


Miles Awaits McKinley’s Action. 

General Miles reached his office early and 
saw many callers, most of whom were bold 
enough to ask him of his plans in regard 
to the Eagan attack. He preserved the 
dignified silence of yesterday, and in his 
discussions of the incident betrayed no ex- 
citement or resentment toward Eagan. This 
was a disappointment to some of those who 
saw him, but, as a matter of fact, General 


ministration. 

He is not officially in a position, he ascer- 
tained today, to do anything more than 
prefer charges against Eagan or ask for a 
court of inquiry. Eagan, as head of the 
Subsistence department, is not under Miles, 
who has no supervision over the staff of- 
ficers, save those which are detailed with 
the troops under his command.

out, whether Miles would find it a profitable 
thing to ask for a court of inquiry when 
Adjutant General Corbin would have the 
selection of the officers composing such a 
court. 

The initial action should come, it was said, 
from the War department or the President, 
and Secretary Alger gave no evidence that 
ne proposed to do anything in the matter. 
The law officers of the army had little to 
say, now that the incident was a possible 
subject with which they would be called 
upon to deal. Some of them were candid 
enough to express the personal opinion that 
it is difficult to see how the department 
could ignore the case, which has attracted 
so much attention and was destined to in- 
jure the service at home and abroad. They 
said, too, that the implied protection which 
was given all witnesses before the com- 
mission did not extend so far as to shield an 
officer who had committed a crime, as Gen- 
eral Eagan's conduct could be construed as 
being under the regulations. The fact that 
the testimony was rejected, they said, did 
not alter the situation in the least. General 
Eagan had made use of the language in a 
carefully written statement, which he guve 
out subsequently to the press associations, 
aiding in the circulation of expressions whica 
made him amenable to trial by a court for 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man, and of conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline. 

Complaints About the Beef. 

General Miles said: “It is well known 
that I did not wish to appear before thé com- 
mission, and the first request for my pres- 
ence met with a declination. I realized that 
what I might say on some points would 
create comment and lead to the sort of pub- 
licity I was not Courting for either the 
service or myself. I simply answered ques- 
tions and made no charges against any offi- 
cer. Subsequently Lsubmitted reports which 
had reached me in regard to the beef fur- 
nished the army tn the field. Since that time 
I have obtained possession of other reports, 
and in every casé the same complaint is made 
in regard to the canned beef, apd many of 
the complaints allege just what has been 
claimed for the refrigerated meat. 

“It is my duty as Commanding General to 
listen to complaints and investigate them, 
and this I have done and shall continue to do. 
If proper insists upon knowing 
the nature of my inquiries I shall always di- 
vulge the facts. In the present instance I 
have not told all I might have related on the 
beef question. The subject is by no means 
disposed of or exhausted in my testimony.

„Our news columns this week contain 
extracts from an official statement made be- 
fore the War Investigating commission by 
Commissary General Eagan of the army. 
It constitutes a remarkable contribution to. 
the testimony gathered by that body and is 
of such a nature as to call for something 
beyond mere reproduction in the way of 
record. We do not recall anything quite its 
equal in the former official expression from 
an officer of prominence and responsibility. 
The commission should not have permitted 
General Eagan to give his testimony when 
its character was apparent. Its action in 
returning to that officer his statement for 
revision was a belated one taken after the 
boisterous witness had accomplished all that 
was harmful in the way of example and in- 
subordination. General Eagan gave the 
statement out for publication and sought 
its widest distribution. His offense is quite 
as enormous now whether he amends his 
testimony or strikes it out entirely. It was 
of a nature which one does not expect from 
an officer of his rank, and in ah ordinary 
police court would have been rejected with a 
reprimand and warning to the offender. 

„ As we understand the situation General 
Miles has presented no charges against Gen- 
eral Eagan, and, from all accounts, there is 
nothing which General Eagan need have 
construed as a.criticism of his methods or 
as a question of his personal integrity. Gen- 
eral Miles’ testimony was a simple answer 
to. a direct question and was to the effect 
that he had received complaints regarding 
the beef furnished a part of the army in the 
field. This is true, as is evident from re- 
ports already submitted to the War Inves- 
tigating commission and from other com- 
munications since received at the War de- 
partment. General Eagan assumes an un- 
justifiable position when he asserts that the 
commanding General of the army lies; 
moreover, he uses language to convey_his 
disrespect of General Miles’ testimony which 
will not add to the dignity of the latter's 
critics or the success of those interested in 
combating the assertions in the reports 
submitted by General Miles. The incident 
should not be ignored by the administration 
if the dignity and decency of the service are 
to be preserved.

The measure provides that in cities of { 
100,000 population or more pawnshop com- 2 
panies may be established for the purpose 
of loaning money on such securities as are 
put up for collateral in the ordinary 10 per 
cent a month establishments. 
1 nicipal pawnshop the maximum loan is to 
be $100 and the maximum rate of interest 1 
per cent a month, though the corporation 
may charge one-half of 1 per centa month 
additional for storage and insurance. 

Loans may be extended up to one year. 
Unredeemed pledges may be sold at auc- 
tion, and any surplus left over the amount 
of the loan and charges must be paid to the 
pledger two years after the sale. 

Annual dividends of the corporation are 
limited to 6 per cent on the capital stock. 
It is provided that the Governor and Mayor 
shall each appoint a director of the corpora-

VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW. 


Inability of Board to Enforee 
the Present Imperfecet 
Regulations. 


RESULTS IN SAVING LIFE. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—ihe twelfth 
annual report of the Interstate Commerce 
commission was issued yesterday. In it 
the features of the railroad traffic for the 
last year were extensively treated. 

In previous reports to Congress, espe- 
clally those of more recent date, attention 
has been called to the vital respects in which 
the act has proved defective and inadequate. 


Some of its provisions were early seen to be 


tion must be feeble and disappointing. 


imperfect, while others were so uncertain or 
ambiguous as to give rise to protracted 
litigation, resulting finally in authoritative 
construction by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.. The commission has taken 
pains to explain the various questions that 
have thus been decided and the effect of 
these adjudications in defeating the pur- 
poses of the act. To state that the law, in 
its present condition, cannot be enforced 
is only to repeat what has already been 
said. Until further and important legis- 
lation is enacted the best efforts at regula- 


Situation Is Intolerable. 

„ Meanwhile the situation has become in- 
tolerable, says the report, both from the 
standpoint of the public and the carriers. 
Tariffs are disregarded, discriminations 
constantly occur, the price at which trans- 
portation can be obtained is fluctuating and 
uncertain. Railroad managers are distrust- 
ful of each other, and shippers all the while 
in doubt as to the rates secured by their com- 
petitors. The volume of traffic is so unusual 
as to frequently exceed the capacity of 
equipment, yet the contest for tonnage 
seems never relaxed. Enormous sums are 
spent in purchasing business and secret 
rates accorded far below the standard of 
published charges. The general public gets 
little benefit from these reductions, for con- 
cession’ are mainly confined to the heavier 
shippers. All this augments the advantages 
of large capital and tends to the injury and 
often to the ruin of smaller dealers. These 
‘are not only matters of gravest consequence 
to the business welfare of the country, but 
they concern in no less degree the, higher 
Interests of public morality. The conditions 
now widely: prevailing cannot be better illus- 
trated than by reference to investigations 
made by the commission during the year. 


\@uestion of Rebates. 

* af Investigation held in March last at 
St. Faul disclosed various practices under 
which rebates from published rates were 
secured by shippers of flour from Minne- 
polls and Duluth to Atlantic seaports and 
other Eastern points. The Eastern pur- 
. paid the tariff rates, and the ship- 
pers subsequently collected rebates accord- 
ing to previous agreement with agents of the 
Carriers. These concessions in rates were 
not granted to all shippers. Immediately 
after the St. Paul investigation an inquiry 
was held at Portland, Ore., in relation to 
violent fluctuations in freight rates be- 


tween north Pacific coast points and points 


on and east of the Missouri River. The 
proof was established that secret rates gen- 
erally prevailed on freight between those 
points and that the transportation was sold 
fo the lowest bidder. 

“An investigation held at Savannah dis- | 
closed that one of the largest concerns en- 
gaged in the petroleum and turpentine trade 
nad built a large number of oil tank cars 
of 6,500 gallons capacity, but had certified to 
the carriers that the capacity of such cars 
wae 6,000 gallons. This was accepted and 
acted n in good faith by the carriers. 
i was that this concern had 500 
‘gallons (8,500 pounds) of turpentine carried 
free in each tank car, and tt had made a 
large number of consignments during the 
current year. 

Rates on coal from mines in West Vir- 
ginia and Virginia to Cincinnati were the 
Subject of an inquiry held at Washington 
in November. The railway company car- 
ried coal for much less than its published 


rates, and, in fact, rendered the service for 


most, if not all, of the coal shipping inter- 
ests under rates: provided for in written 
contracts with shippers, or which is fixed 
from time to time upon special application.” 


Traffic Associations. 

The much mooted question of traffic asso- 
Clations was taken up at considerable 
length. The urgent demand made by the 
carriers for legislative relief following the 
decisions of the Supreme Court in the trans- 
missouri and joint traffic agsociation cases 
is noted, and the commission then proceeds 
to discuss the nature and functions of rail- 
Way traffic organizations, and the origin 


and growth of such associations. Sub- 


®, 


stantially all competitive railway traffic in 
the United States is believed to have been 
covered by about eleven of these associa- 
tions at the time the act to regulate com- 
merce took effect. The want of legal sanc- 
tion was always the inherent weakness of 
these associations. The relief sought by the 
railways is, therefore, much more than 
exemption from the anti-trust law or repeul 
of the anti-pooling section of the act to 
regulate commerce, and the real question 


now is whether the carriers shall be granted 


a right of contract, which they never pos- 
Sessed. 


“On the other hand, agreements between 
carriers in regard to rates are indispensable 
lo the stability of rates and to the proper 
adjustment of reasonable and -dis- 
criminating rates. | 

“If combinations in restraint of com- 
petition are to be permitted,“ says the re- 
port, the following additional observa- 
tions should be borne in mind: First, to 
permit only a Itmited and feeble restraint 
would be to doom the experiment to failure 
before it was tried, but it might be well to

Beecher 
of Irvington, N. J. Some if not all of these 
are supposed to be merely nominal promot- 
ers of the new trust. f 

A feature of the articles of incorporation 
is that they deny to the stockholders of the 
trust the privilege of examining the books 
of the company except as permission to that 
effect may be granted by the directors of the 


company. 

The $90,000,000 of capital stock is divided 
into $40,000,000 preferred and $50,000,000 
common stock. The preferred stock is to 
pay 7 per cent non-cumulative dividends 
annually out of the earnings of the company. 

The fee paid for filing the articles of incor- 
poration with the Secretary of State was 
$18,000, and if the full amount of the au- 
thorized capital stock is issued New Jersey 
will receive an annual franchise tax from 
the company of $8,250. |

January issue of the North American Re- 


view on “ Americanism Versus Imperial- 


ism,” which is insidioualy calculated to mis- 
lead the reader and to place the expansion- 
ists in a false light. Its deliberate purpose 
seems to be to prejudice the fair-minded 
American against our retaining any posses- 
sions in the far Bast. More than this, it 
breathes a spirit of malicious misrepresenta- 


tion regarding the purpose and effect of the 
entente cordiale that has sprung up between 


the United States and Great Britain since 
the beginning of our war with Spain. 

Mr. Carnegie tries to make out that 
England is engaged in concocting a tricky 
scheme to make a foot and a tool of the 
United States for its own selfish purposes 
and to destroy the liberties and independence 
of this country. Our only protection against 
the base deceiver, in Mr. Carnegie’s jaun- 
diced imagination, is to adopt the Chinese 
policy of exchision. He is wrought up 
over the wars ahd runiors of wars that 
center about the Asiatic continent. The 
tar East,” he says, “is a mine of dyna- 
mite, always ready to explode.” With in- 
genious stry he would persuade his 
readers that Great Britain's great object in 
life at present is to get us over that mine and 
have the republic blown to atoms.

He has no better 
reason than this to show why the United 

States should not venture outside the 
Golden Gate. He does not even tell his 
readers what is England’s reason for de- 
siring America's déstruction by the Asiatic 
dynamite mine. He talks about our being 
a “catspaw,” but he does not venture to 
specify a single thing that Great Britain 
means to have this country do for it. 
Our service is not marked out by land 
or sea, by loan or credit, by help or con- 
quest. He gives no hint of which of Eng- 
land’s enemies we are to fight on behalt 
of British aggrandizement. 

Perhaps it is Russia that Mr. Carnegie 
thinks we should have to fight. How. 
are we expected to go at the task? Are 
we to help Great Britain conquer Siberia 
and annex it to the British colonies in 
Asia? It may be he believes France is 
the enemy we are to be pitted against 
by wily England. Perhaps he fears we 
are to help England to seize France's 
African or Asiatic possessions. What non- 
sense! Where would our reward come in? 
The British government would not turn 
over Canada and the British West Indies 
to us, or pay us money for the service. 
Merely to ask these questions is to ex- 
pose the absurdity of Carnegie’s bleatings. 

But perhaps Mr. Carnegie means that 
this much-talked-of alliance with the United 
States on land and sen is expected to help 
England to 7 India ‘against Russia 
and Frihce. 80, what shall be our 
reward therefor?

WHY THE STREETS ARE DIRTY. 

Mrs. A. E. Paul is quite right in laying on 
individual Chicagoans some of the respon’ 
sibility for dirty streets. It ie true, as she 
says, that many persons look on the streets 
as one grand dump, where they are at Hb- 
erty to throw what refuse they please. Jan- 
itors and porters sweep the dirt from flats 
and stores into the thorotghfares. Dot- 
ing mothers give their children bananas 
to eat on the street cars and throw the 
skins into the streets. When men have 
glanced at their papers they throw them 
away and let the winds carry them hither 
and yon. There are ordinances to punish 
these offenses, but those ordinances are not 
enforced. No serious attempt ever is made 
to enforce them. Therefore, a great many 
people with sluttish tendencies avail them- 
selves gladly of every opportunity to con- 
tribute to the filthy condition of the streets. 

Mrs. Paul is an inspector and is as ei- 
cient as existing conditions will allow her 
to be, but, being in the employ of the city, 
she did not feel at liberty to give the chief 
reason why the streets are not kept clean. 
The Superintendent of Street Cleaning was 
as réticent as Mrs. Paul. He defended his 
department, attributing its shortcomings 
mainly to “an inadequate appropriation.” 
He produced statistics showing how much 
more New York appropriates per capita for 
street cleaning purposes than Chicago does. 
That is the song public officials sing in this 
city and every other American city. They 


say, Give us more money and we will do 
wonders.” But as a rule they make a bad 


usé of what money is given them, and thus 
show that they are not fit to be intrusted 
with the expenditure of more. Those who 
have not been “ faithful in small things 
will not be faithful in greater things. 

Miss Amanda Johnson was ward inspect- 
or for a time. She incurred the displeasure 
of Alderman Powers and was juggled out of 
office. She is free to tell the truth. She 
did tell it when she declared that one great 
essential of clean streets and alleys was a 
new system, and that “ the appropriation 
might doubled under existing circum- 
stances without giving the city any prac- 
tical advantage.“ As à rule the street 


cleaning is done by contract. Those con- 


tracts, under the present method of doing 
business, go to men who have no intention 
of carrying them out, “ who receive the 
contracts for political services rendered,” 
and who sublet them to others to do the 
work. Thus, if the appropriation were 
larger there would be more politics and 
more money for party heelers in the street 
cleaning business. 

Now and then contracts have not been 
let and the city has undertaken to do the 
work itself. Then, according to Miss John- 
son, the ¢ivil service law has been misused 
to foist upon the department deerepit pen- 
sioners and the shiftless henchmgp of ward 
bosses, a class of labor which accomplishes 
little.” Whether the work is done by con- 
tract or by the city itself, the street dean- 
ing department is “in politics,” and as a 
necessary consequence whatever work it 
does is done badly and expensively. ~- 

Politics dictates the selection of the Su- 
perintendent. Therefore, the chances area 
hundred to one that some cheap politician 
will be selected. If by a miracle the ap- 
pointee has some natural qualifications for 
the work and would like to do good service 
his superiors will not let him. They are 
determined thut the department shall be a 
part of their machine. To secure satisfac- 
tory results the business of keeping the 
streets and alleys clean must be put in the 
hands of competent men like the late Col- 
onel Waring, and he must be allowed to ran 


his department on business principles.

codperation. After England abolished the 
spoils system in India in 1858 she found no 
difficulty in governing the vast hetero- 


‘geneous Warlike people of British India with 


@ proportion of soldiers to population 
amounting to one for every 3,800, which rule 
applied to the Philippines would ‘call for 
an army of but 2.400 men. In the Island of 
Jamaica, which is not nearly as hard to 
govern as Porto Rico, England keeps less 
than 1,500 men. Nor is all this so remark- 
able as the fact that in the Dutch posses- 
sions of the Rast Indies, with a semi-savage 
population of 86,000,000, the entire standing 
army of the Netherlands is but 2,600 men. 
It is true that Spain tried in vain to pacify 
Cuba for 400 years, and it took 200,000 sol- 
diers to try to keep 1,000,000 people in sub- 
jection.

‘this the basis for judging how much force 


it will take to enable us to maintain a pro- 
tectorate there. Neither will reasonable 
men pay any regard to the fact of the heavy 

pulation of the Philippines when 
Pratch and English control double the popu- 
lations, and peoples by nature far more 
turbulent, with comparatively few soldiers. 


But the thing we must learn, and possibly | 


by some startling experiences, is that if we 


are to make any success, either at colon- | 


izing or maintaining effectual protectorates, 
we shall have to abolish the spoils system 
and set the merit system firmly and per- 
manently in its place. It cost England per- 
petual Wars and ultimately a disastrous 
mutiny in 1857 before she determined to 
erect the merit system in India, since which 
time her vast millions of subjects have
